e $100,000 to the Austin Police Department to maintain a walking beat in

the Holly Neighborhood,




e $50,000 for after-school programs,
s 350,000 for CIP projects; and

That the City Council allocates $10,000 from the FY 2009-2010
Cultural Arts Projects funds to facilitate the creation of a youth-focused socio-
cultural program in schools in and around the Holly neighborhood, associated
